2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is to Roraback, but Roraback's arcuate cutting edges are not 
pivotally connected at their central portions and they produce a concave finish, not a 
convex finish. 

Made of record but not making Applicant's claims obvious are patents to Rinaldi, 
Kuzuu, Schmidt, Bernard (2), Green, Frank, Wachtel et al. and Kilian et al. (German) 
showing cutting devices that have shortcomings similar to Roraback.
